The  middle-of-the-road 
Liberal  party,  which  holds  the 
balance  of  power  between  the 
much  larger  Labor  and 
Conservative  parties,  said  in  a 
statement  “claims  that  this 
would  be  a  government  of 
national  unity  are  wholly 
bogus.”

His  job  will  be 
to  seek  mammoth  credits  from 
the  United  States,  government 
banks,  the  Eurocurrency 
markets  and  even,  possibly, 
from  Arab  oil  producers  with 
surplus  funds. 


Healey,  56,  as  chancellor 
of  the  exchequer,  will  work  in 
harness  with  Lever.  His  orders 
are  to  prepare  a  budget  likely 
to  recall  the  austerity  of  World 
War  II  days.  A  major  job  will 
be  to  restore  world  confidence 
in  Britain’s  capacity  to 
surmount  its  huge  overseas 
trade  deficit,  now  running  at 
the  rate  of  $10  billion  a  year. 

—James  Callaghan,  61,  as 
foreign  secretary  has  the  task 
of  beginning  the  process  of 
renegotiating  terms  of  Britain’s 
membership  in  the  Common 
Market.  But  with  the  laborites 
short  of  a  majority,  Callaghan 
is  bound  to  move  slowly. 

Edward  Heath,  the 
Conservative  leader  who  quit 
the  premiership  Monday  night 
after  failing  to  talk  the 
Liberals  into  a  coalition,  met 
with  party  workers.

WASHINGTON  (AP) 
optimism  that  the  Arabs  will 
completely  lift  their  oil 
embargo  against  the  United 
States  continued  here  Tuesday 
as  Secretary  of  State  Henry  A.

Kissinger  also  had  lunch 
with  Sen.  J.  W.  Fulbright, 
D-Ark.,  chairman  of  the 
Senate  Foreign  Relations 
Committee.  Kissinger  testified 
on  Wednesday  at  a  closed 
session  of  the  House  Foreign 
Affairs  Committee. 

May  ease  threat 

Experts  say  an  early  end  to 
the  Arab  oil  embargo  might 
ease  the  threat  of  U.S.  gasoline 
rationing  but  would  not 
necessarily  bring  a  quick 
return  to  business  as  usual  in 
this  country.

Authoritative  sources  have 
predicted  a  complete  removal 
of  the  embargo  with  supplies 
snapping  back  to  pre-October 
War  levels.

Saudi  Arabia’s  oil  minister, 
Sheik  Ahmed  Zaki  Yamani, 
said  in  Riyadh  that  the  Arab 
oil  embargo  against  the  United 
States  should  be  lifted,  the 
Wall  Street  Journal  reported. 
The  newspaper  said  Yamani,  in 
an  interview,  said  the  embargo 
no  longer  served  any  useful 
purpose.

Golda  unsure, 
despite  support 

JERUSALEM  (AP)  -  Premier  Golda  Meir  announced  Tuesday 
she  will  serve  another  term  in  office  and  Moshe  Dayan  will 
continue  as  defense  minister  in  her  next  government. 

A  communique  from  Mrs.  Mier’s  office  said  she  would  meet 
President  Ephraim  Katzir  on  Wednesday  to  announce  her 
decision  formally. 

The  communique  said  Mrs.  Meir  “intends  to  complete  her 
efforts  concerning  the  formation  of  a  new  government  .  .  .  The 
defense  minister,  Moshe  Dayan,  informed  the  prime  minister 
that  he  is  ready  to  serve  in  the  next  government  in  his  present 
post 

The  dramatic  turnabout  came  at  an  extraordinary  meeting  of 
the  cabinet  called  to  discuss  a  security  matter.  Well-informed 
sources  said  an  important  development  may  have  cropped  up  on 
the  Middle  East  scene  that  prompted  Dayan  to  retract  his 
decision  to  tay  out  of  the  next  cabinet. 

The  official  announcement,  however,  gave  no  hint  of  an 
impending  national  emergency.  It  said  Mrs.  Meir  “responded  to 
the  Labor  party  executive’s  plea”  to  remain  as  head  of  the 
government. 

The  cabinet  met  under  its  title  of  Foreign  Affairs  and  Security 
Committee,  which  automatically  imposes  a  news  blackout  on  its 
deliberations. 

The  decision  by  Israel’s  two  major  leaders  to  reverse  threats  to 
resign  came  after  weeks  of  political  crisis  that  began  when  the 
ruling  Labor  party  lost  its  parliamentary  majority  in  Dec.  31 
elections. 

Dayan  refused  to  remain  as  defense  minister  in  a  minority 
government  because  of  criticism  of  his  handling  of  the  October 
Middle  East  War  and  because  he  said  he  favored  a  national  unity 
government  embracing  the  right-wing  opposition  Oikud  bloc. 

Mrs.  Meir  stormed  out  of  a  party  meeting  two  days  ago  and 
vowed  to  resign  after  failing  to  win  approval  for  a  minority 
cabinet. 

Earlier  Tuesday  more  than  500  members  of  the  Labor  party’s 
615-member  Central  Committee  gave  Mrs.  Meir  an 
overwhelming  vote  of  confidence.  The  ailing  75-year-old 
premier  did  not  attend  the  meeting. 

The  Laborites  passed  a  resolution,  with  only  four  abstentions, 
urging  “the  immediate  formation  of  a  government  able  to  take 
action  and  decisions  headed  by  Golda  Meir.” 

There  was  no  immediate  word  on  why  Dayan  changed  his 
mind. 


Just  as  big  a  question  is 
whether  the  Arabs  would 
remove  all  limits  from  their 
production  and  imports, 
allowing  the  United  States  to 
go  back  to  meeting  all  demand.

Instead,  the  Arab  nations 
could  limit  their  production 
and  refuse  to  provide 
ever-increasing  exports  of  oil 
to  meet  a  rising  U.S.  demand;

Meeting  may  bring  end 

Authoritative  U.S.  sources, 
hoping  that  a  meeting  of  Arab 
oil  ministers  shceuled  for  next 
Sunday  would  bring  an  end  to 
the  embargo,  nevertheless 
seemed  to  think  it  would  not 
lead  to  unrestrained 
production. 

Instead,  the  expectation 
appeared  to  learn  toward  a 
return  of  pre-embargo 
production  levels,  requiring 
continued  U.S.  conservation 
efforts. 


Signatures 
for  petition 
anticipated 


All  signatures  needed  to 
place  the  constitutional 
revision  before  the  students 
for  a  vote  were  expected  to  be 
ready  Tuesday  night,  said 
ASBYU  President  Mark 
Reynolds. 

Reynolds  said  Mac  Haddow, 
Tapie  Rohm  and  Kirk  Rector 
were  collecting  the  sheets  each 
was  circulating  and  he 
expected  to  have  them 
submitted  at  a  meeting  he  had 
scheduled  with  all  candidates 
running  for  office  last  night. 

Rohm  said  Haddow  had 
collected  387  signatures  but 
was  waiting  for  the  rest  of  his 
to  be  collected  before  turning 
them  in  to  Reynolds.

He  said  he  would  cease 
circulation  of  the  petition 
when  enough  signatures  were 
obtained  to  be  sure  of  its 
support.  He  said  the  number 
of  signatures  “Above  1,250 
will  be  the  test”  of  the 
petition’s  support.  By  keeping 
the  petition  in  circulation  he 
would  be  able  to  see  what 
students  are  thinking  Reynolds 
said.

Dr.  James  M.  Buchanan,  a 
noted  economist,  says  he  is 
not  optimistic  about  America’s 
third  century,  which  will  begin 
in  1976. 

He  said  the  third  century 
will  begin  in  a  paradox  which 
will  be  brought  about  by  the 
population  asking  for 
government  to  be  limited  and 
simultaneously  asking  for 
more  government  services. 

He  said  government  has 
grown  so  much  and  intervened 
to  the  extent  that  it  now  has 
frightening  controls  over  the 
individual. 

But  he  also  said  that  people 
should  look  at  the  problems  of 
the  country  and  government  as 
realists.  “Society  can’t  be 
transformed  into  a  utopia,”  he 
said.  He  said  there  was  no 
“golden  age,”  but  society  can 
be  improved. 

As  a  person  who  considers 
himself  a  social  philospher,  Dr. 
Buchanan  said  society  became 
possible  only  when  it  was 
given  laws  and  legal 
restrictions.  The  United  States 
formed  a  constitutional 
government.  The  laws  were 
necessary,  but  people  being 
human  will  not  always  obey 
the  laws.  So  if  men  won’t 
voluntarily  keep  the  laws  then 
there  must  be  some  type  of 
ruler,  said  Dr.  Buchanan. 


That’s  where 
enters,  he  said.

Dr.  Buchanan  said  this 
created  a  fundamental 
problem,  “How  do  we  limit 
enforcement?”  The  problem 
leads  to  an  issue,  said  the 
economist;  the  issue  being 
unless  this  challenge  is  met 
then  America  will  join  other 
nations  who  once  had 
powerful  regimes  but  slipped. 

“There  are  two  possible 
solutions  to  the  problem,”  said 
Dr.  Buchanan.  The  first  is  the 
development  of  institutional 
divisions  that  would  limit 
government.  He  said  that 
medieval  Europe  did  this  by 
creating  a  central  church.  The 
second  solution  would  be  that 
the  rulers  would  believe  in  a 
natural,  higher  law. 

When  the  founding  fathers 
wrote  the  Constitution  they 
faced  this  issue  and  kept  these 
solutions  in  mind,  said  Dr. 
Buchanan.  These  men  wanted 
to  keep  government  out  of 
ordinary  business.  He  said  they 
believed  if  the  economy  would 
function  without  overt 
government  control  that  it 
would  function  at  its  strongest 
level.  He  said  the  founding 
fathers  were  wise  enough  to 
understand  a  simple, 
elementary,  economic 
principle  that  very  few 
people  understand 
today -“There  is  just  no  need 
for  government  to  interfere 
with  the  markets.” 


But  because  of  the 
depression  and  other  major 
problems  that  faced  the 
country,  Dr.  Buchanan  said 
people  called  upon  the 
government  for  assistance,  and 
the  government  adopted  the 
doctrine  of  intervention.  He 
said  it  has  intervened  to  the 
extent  that  today  we  live 
‘ ‘ where  the  range  of 
government  control  extends 
over  your  life  and  mine.”  Dr. 
Buchanan  said  the  channels 
and  directions  of  today’s 
government  are  unpredictable. 

He  cited  1974  cars  as  a 
simple  example  of  government 
control.  He  said  they  are 
arranged  in  such  a  way  that 
the  driver  must  buckle  his  seat 
belt  before  the  car  will  run.  He 
also  said  he  was  a  non-smoker, 
but  because  the  government 
made  it  mandatory,  all 
sleeping  mattresses  must  be 
fire-resistant,  “It  costs  extra,” 
he  said,  “but  even  though  I 
don’t  need  the  protection  I 
must  pay  for  it.” 

“These  are  not  just  idle 
charges,”  pointed  out  Dr. 
Buchanan.  Dr.  Buchanan  said 
the  impact  of  the  extensive 
growth  of  government  in  the 
past  century  has  been  very 
dangerous,  especially  when 
one  observes  the  growth 
quantitatively.  He  said  the 
government  spent  1.7  billion 
dollars  in  1902,  350  billion  in 
1970  and  that  it  will  spend 
500  billion  by  1975. 


He  said,  “It’s  time  we  step 
back  and  recognize 
government  for  the  monster  it 
is.” 

Dr.  Buchanan  said  Congress 
is  biased  today  because  of  the 
pressures  from  interest  groups. 
He  said  that  he  often  receives 
federal  grants  for  research  and 
would  much  rather  pay  the 
small  tax  required  for  the 
continuation  of  these  grants 
rather  than  have  Congress 
prohibit  such  grants.  Thus,  he 
said,  not  all  pressure  groups 
are  regarded  as  bad  by  those 
who  benefit,  but  they  still 
cause  biases  in  Congress. 

He  said  these  pressures  must 
be  stopped,  but  they  won’t  be 
easily  eliminted  because  of  the 
American  habit  of  increased 
spending.  He  said  if  they  are  to 
be  stopped  they  must  begin 
with  the  voters,  and  the 
question  looms  whether  or  not 
the  American  public  can  face 
less  government  service. 

Dr.  Buchanan  said  faith  in 
the  common  sense  of  the 
common  man  can  bring  about 
hope  and  change.  He  said  that 
the  citizens  of  this  country 
must  make  themselves  aware, 

and  the  academically 
intelligent  must  form  together 
in  a  network  and  bridge  the 
now-present  gap  between  the 
media  and  the  public.  By 
doing  this  Dr.  Buchanan  said 
the  real  public  issues  can  be 
aired  and  presented.  He  said 
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Forum  speaker  Dr.  James  Buchanan  is  occupying  endowed 
chair  of  economics  at  BYU. 


through  this  method 
constructive  counter-argu¬ 
ments  of  government  can  be 
analyzed  and  the  failures  of 
government  pointed  out.

Relatives  claim  the  346  bodies 
in  history's  worst  plane  crash 


PARIS  (AP)  Relatives  of 
passengers  killed  in  history’s 
worst  plane  crash  arrived 
Tuesday  to  claim  victims’ 
bodies.  But  most  of  the  346 
dead  were  tom  to  pieces  and 
indentification  could  be 
impossible,  rescue  officials 
said. 

The  remains  were  taken  in 
plastic  bags  to  a  Paris 
mortuary  Monday,  the  day 
after  the  Turkish  DC10 
crashed  in  a  forest  near  Paris. 
The  passengers  included  at 
least  1 7  Americans,  about  200 
Britons  and  smaller  numbers 
of  Turks,  Japanese  and 
Frenchmen.

Commission  mulls 


city  beautification

The  downtown 
beautification  project  and  the 
closing  of  an  extremely  steep 
street  in  the  Oak  Hills  area 
were  discussed  in  a  Provo  City 
Commission  meeting  Tuesday 
morning. 

According  to  Commissioner 
Odell  Miner,  the  commission  is 
concerned  about  the 
downtown  area  and  steps  are 
being  taken  to  beautify  it. 

John  Moss,  a  representative 
of  the  contracting  company 
employed  by  Provo  City  to 
work  on  the  downtown  area, 
gave  a  rundown  on  progress  so 
far  and  future  plans  for  the 
revitalization  of  the  city 
center. 

The  recent  work  on  Center 
Street,  according  to  Moss,  has 
dealt  mostly  with  trying  to 
meet  EPA  (Environmental 
Protection  Agency)  air 
pollution  standards.  EPA 
standards  require  quicker 
traffic  flow  and  fewer  cars  in 
the  downtown  area. 

In  response  to  the 
regulations,  Provo  City  is 
eliminating  one  row  of  parking 
in  the  center  of  the  street 
while  maintaining  parking  on 
both  sides. 

EPA  regulations  also  require 
more  greenery  and  Moss  said 
they  are  investigating  different 
kinds  of  trees  and  shrubbery 
which  will  be  clean  and  whose 
roots  will  not  interfere  with 
underground  pipes  or  break  up 
concrete  and  blacktop. 

Long-range  plans  for  the  city 
center  are  being  developed  but 
thus  far,  according  to  Moss, 
they  have  only  ideas  and 
concepts  and  nothing  definite. 


“We  would  like  to  humanize 
the  downtown  area,  create  a 
comfortable  atmosphere,”  said 
Moss.  He  outlined  what  other 
cities  have  done  with  their  city 
centers  and  discussed  possible 
alternatives  including  the 
creation  of  a  mall-type 
environment  where  the  street 
is  closed  to  traffic  and  parking 
and  is  replaced  with  fountains, 
gardens,  art  exhibits,  etc. 

Several  slides  were  shown 
depicting  what  cities  in 
California  have  done  to 
improve  their  city  centers. 

According  to  Moss,  one  of 
the  problems  in  creating  a 
mall-type  environment  out  of 
Center  Street  is  parking. 
Parking  facilities  close  to  the 
shopping  area  must  be 
maintained,  he  said,  or  all  the 
work  will  be  in  vain. 

A  possible  solution  is  to 
utilize  the  space  behind  the 
downtown  stores  and  space  on 
adjoining  streets,  said  Moss. 

A  slide  presentation  will  be 
given  in  next  Tuesday’s 
commission  meeting  at  10  a.m. 
illustrating  ideas  and 
possibilities  for  the  downtown 
area. 

The  commission  passed  an 
ordinance  vacating  a  street 
located  at  1450  E.  2050 
North.  Dr.  Howard  Francis  of 
the  Oak  Hills  area  originated 
the  petition  to  vacate  the 
street  and  was  supported  by 
the  city  engineering  and 
planning  departments. 

According  to  a 
representative  of  the  planning 
commission,  the  street  is  on  a 
20  per  cent  grade  and  is  too 
steep  to  improve. 

The  property  will  turned 
over  to  the  owners  it 
originated  from. 
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anything  right  now,”  he 
added,  however. 

Other  sources  said  it  was 
fairly  certain  there  was  an 
explosion  on  the  plane,  either 
from  a  bomb  or  from  a 
malfunctioning  system.

But  the  door  also  suggested 
that  a  bomb  might  have  been 
in  one  of  the  suitcases  loaded 
into  the  plane  in  Paris,  they 
added.  The  passengers  were 
searched,  but  not  their 
checked  luggage. 


The  United  States  Embassy 
in  London  issued  a  list  of  1 7 
American  residents  of  Britain 
who  died  in  the  crash.

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Salt  Lake  City  (AP)  — 
Utah’s  claim  to  157,000  acres 
of  valuable  oil  shale  land  now 
rests  with  the  courts.

Romney  filed  the  action 
Monday,  asking  for  title  to  the 
land  in  eastern  Utah  and  also 
asking  that  the  court  hold  any 
money  derived  from  the  land 
until  the  lawsuit  is  settled. 

The  state  filed  its  first  claims 
for  the  oil  land  seven  years 
ago,  long  before  shale  was 
considered  a  viable  and 
valuable  source  of  crude  oil 
and  long  before  the  energy 
crisis  became  apparent.

Decision 


on  appeal 
takes  time 


BYU’s  appeal  of  a  federal 
court  decision  awarding 
$88,283  in  damages  to  a 
former  graduate  student  who 
claimed  he  had  been  arbitrarily 
dismissed  from  school,  may 
not  be  heard  until  summer, 
according  to  Stuart  L. 
Poelman,  attorney  for  BYU. 

BYU’s  appeal  will  be  heard 
in  the  Tenth  Circuit  Court  of 
Appeals  in  Denver. 

Hayes  Slaughter,  Salina, 
Kan.,  was  dismissed  for 
violation  of  the  honor  code  on 
the  grounds  that  he  didn’t 
have  the  supervising 
professor’s  permission  to  put 
the  professor’s  name  on  the 
scientific  papers  which 
Slaughter  published. 

Poelman  said  the  school  has 
30  days  after  the  judgment  in 
which  to  file  a  notice  of 
appeal.  After  such  time  a 
schedule  for  filing  briefs  and 
for  an  oral  hearing  will  be 
made  up  by  the  court,  he  said. 

Poelman  explained  he  is 
waiting  for  a  final  decision, 
from  the  university  before 
filing  for  appeal.  He  has 
recommended  that  the  school 
appeal  because  it  did  not 
receive  a  fair  trial. 

He  said  they  will  also  appeal 
the  case  on  the  grounds  that 
the  evidence  presented  shows 
the  university  acted  correctly. 

Another  possible  reason  for 
appeal  is  that  BYU  had  no 
liability  in  this  type  of  case, 
particularly  monetary  liability. 
If  there  has  been  an  injustice 
done',  Poelman  said,  the 
remedy  is  to  have  Slaughter 
re-instated.  “We  are  very 
certain  about  the  law,”  he 
commented. 

Payment  of  the  judgment 
will  not  be  made  unless  the 
appellate  court  upholds  Judge 
Ritter’s  decision. 


Letter  mailed 
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Kissinger  escapes 
attempted  slaying 


WASHINGTON  (AP) 
Henry  A.  Kissinger  escaped  an 
apparent  assassination  attempt 
in  Syria  because  his  talks  with 
President  Hafez  Assad  ran  late 
and  kept  him  from  sightseeing 
at  a  famous  mosque,  U.S. 
officials  said. 

Kissinger  had  a  visit  to  the 
Omayad  Mosque  on  his 
schedule  last  Wednesday  in 
Damascus,  but  he  was  up  until 
almost  4  a.m.  conferring  with 
Assad  about  a  possible 
disengagement  with  Israel  and 
then  returned  to  see  the  Syrian 
leader  after  a  few  hours’  sleep. 

As  a  result,  the  officials  said, 
Kissinger  canceled  the  stop  at 
the  eighth-century  shrine  near 
the  heart  of  a  crowded  market 
area.  Instead,  he  drove  to  the 
airport  and  flew  to  keep  an 
appointment  with  Israeli 
leaders  in  Jerusalem. 

But  he  planned  to  visit  the 
Mosque  Saturday  morning

when  he  returned  to 
with  Israel’s  proposals. 

Kissinger  was  flying  back  to 
Damascus  Friday  night  when 
word  first  came  to  him  about 
the  plot,  the  officials  said.  He 
decided  to  play  it  safe  and 
avoid  the  shrine  on  his  second 
visit. 

Palestinian  terrorists 
apparently  were  behind  the 
reported  attempt  to  slay  the 
secretary.  Kissinger  and  his 
aides  declined  to  supply 
details. 

It  was  not  clear  whether  the 
plot  was  detected  by  the 
Syrians  or  by  U.S.  intelligence. 

The  secretary  has  made  four 
tours  of  the  Middle  East  since 
last  fall,  each  time  under  tight 
security  conditions.

price  of  sugar  per  hundred 
went  up  $  1  per  day.

Sirica  to  hold  hearing 

WASHINGTON  -  U.S.  District  Judge  John  J.  Sirica  will  hold 
a  hearing  today  to  determine  disposition  of  a  secret  grand  jury 
report  said  to  deal  with  President  Nixon’s  role  in  Watergate. 

The  judge  set  the  hearing  for  open  court  after  a  meeting 
requested  by  James  D.  St.  Clair,  Nixon’s  lawyer  in 
Watergate-related  matters. 

“All  interested  counsel  may  state  their  views  regarding  the 
disposition  of  the  report  and  recommendation  filed  last  Friday 
by  the  1972  grand  jury,”  Sirica  said  after  meeting  with  St.  Clair, 
assistant  prosecutors  and  lawyers  for  H.  R.  Haldeman  and  John 
D.  Ehrlichman. 

Kissinger  talks  with  Europeans 

BRUSSELS,  Belgium  —  The  nine  Common  Market  countries 
informed  Secretary  of  State  Henry  A.  Kissinger  on  Monday  that 
they  are  going  ahead  on  their  own  with  plans  for  a  long-term 
cooperation  agreement  with  20  Arab  states. 

Kissinger  told  newsmen  the  United  States  does  not  “claim  a 
veto  on  all  the  Europeans’  ”  relations  with  the  Arabs,  although 
it  does  oppose  separate  arrangements  on  oil.  France  had  split 
against  the  eight  others  on  cooperating  with  other  big  oil 
consumers,  including  the  United  States  and  Japan. 

West  German  Foreign  Minister  Walter  Scheel,  who  led  a 
Common  Market  meeting  Monday,  said  the  European-Arab 
effort  would  include  increased  economic,  technological  and 
cultural  cooperation.  He  said  oil  problems  would  not  be  in  the 
foreground. 

House  committee  waits  for  evidence 

WASHINGTON  —  The  House  Judiciary  Committee,  still 
hoping  to  hear  from  the  White  House  on  its  request  for  evidence 
for  its  impeachment  inquiry,  is  meeting  to  decide  what  to  do  in 
case  the  request  is  denied. 

The  committee  asked  the  White  House  last  Monday  for  tapes, 
logs  and  other  documents  that  its  special  counsel,  John  Doar, 
said  could  be  delivered  to  Capitol  Hill  in  a  day  or  two. 

But  by  Monday  night  the  material  still  had  not  been  turned 
over,  raising  the  possibility  that  the  committee  may  decide 
today  to  use  its  subpoena  power. 

Terrorists  warn  Dutch 

BEIRUT,  Lebanon  —  A  guerrilla  group  claiming  responsibility 
for  the  hijacking  and  arson  Sunday  of  a  British  jetliner  warned 
the  Dutch  government  today  against  prosecuting  the  two 
hijackers. 

“We  hold  the  Dutch  government  fully  responsible  for 
whatever  may  happen  to  our  comrades,”  said  a  statement 
published  today  in  several  Beirut  newspapers.  It  was  signed  by 
the  Arab  Nationalist  Young  for  the  Liberation  of  Palestine. 

Nixon  to  submit  veto  message 

WASHINGTON  —  President  Nixon  will  send  Congress  his 
emergency  energy  veto  message  today  and  will  submit  campaign 
reform  legislation  by  Friday,  the  White  House  said  today. 

Nixon  said  last  week  he  would  veto  the  energy  bill  principally 
because  he  believes  its  oil  rollback  provision  will  lead  to  fewer 
petroleum  supplies  and  longer  lines  at  gasoline  stations. 

Press  Secretary  Ronald  L.  Ziegler  said  Nixon  would  meet  with 
unspecified  congressional  leaders  this  week  before  announcing 
the  campaign  reform  legislation.  Congressional-initiated  bills  are 
already  well  along  the  legislative  route.

Dr.  DeBakey  has  had  a  long 
and  illustrious  surgical  career, 
during  which  he  has  earned 
world  renown  not  only  as  a 
medical  inventor  and 
innovator,  but  as  a  medical 
statesman  as  well. 

A  pioneer  in  the 
development  of  an  artificial 
heart,  he  devised  a  booster 
pump  and  was  the  first  to  use 
a  heart  pump  successfully  in  a 
patient. 

Dr.  DeBakey  has  worked  to 
improve  the  national  standards 
of  health  and  medical  care.  He 
has  also  been  the  recipient  of 
the  Medal  of  Freedom,  the 
highest  honor  a  citizen  can 
receive  from  the  President  of 
the  United  States.

monitored  by  wiretaps  or 
hidden  microphones,”  says 
Gayle  Miner,  BYU  associate 
professor  of  Electrical 
Engineering. 

Some  of  the  surveillance 
equipment  used  by  local 
police  — and  especially  by 


federal  investigative  agencies 
such  as  the  FBI,  CIA,  Army 
intelligence  and  the  National 
Security  A  gency-  is  highly 
complex.  “Some  bugs  are  so 
small  you  need  a  magnifying 
glass  to  see  their  circuitry,” 
says  Charles  Fletcher,  BYU 
assistant  professor  of  Law 
Enforcement  and  former  FBI 
agent. 

Contrary  to  popular  belief, 
it  is  unnecessary  to  install 
wiretaps  directly  on  the 
phone.  “A  pair  of  metal 
clamps  can  be  placed 
anywhere  on  the  line.  While 
normal  conversation  goes  on, 
the  signal  is  diverted  to  a  third 
party,”  says  Fletcher. 

There  is  even  a  device  for 
determining  which  phone 
numbers  are  being  dialed.  This 
operates  by  measuring  a  series 
of  vibrations  given  off  as  the 
digits  are  struck. 

“A  bug  can  be  placed 
anywhere  in  a  room— inside 
the  false  bottom  of  a  glass,

light  fixtures,  panelling,  or  a 
phone  mouthpiece,”  says 
Fletcher.  “If  you  put  it  on  the 
phone  you  can  hear 
conversation  in  the  room  and 
on  the  line.  Or  the  bug  could 
be  disguised  to  look  like  a  wall 
plug,”  he  said. 

A  bug  can  be  placed  in  the 
eye  of  a  portrait  or  in  the  olive 
of  a  martini.  Contact 
microphones  can  be  placed 
against  a  wall  of  average 
thickness  to  pick  up 
conversation. 

The  bug  can  become  part  of 
a  person’s  attire— a  pair  of 
glasses,  a  tie-clasp  or  even  a  pin 
on  a  woman’s  dress,  says 
Miner. 

“It’s  usually  worn  in  the 
breast  pocket  or  somehwere 
above  the  waist  for  the  best 
amplification,”  says  Fletcher. 

Not  much  expertise  is 
needed  to  make  one.  “Anyone 
with  a  basic  knowledge  of 
electronics,  a  microphone 
diaphragm,  a  small  transistor 
battery  and  an  integrated 
circuit  could  make  one  that 
could  be  concealed  behind  a 
large  belt  buckle,”  says  Miner. 

The  range  of  transmission 
varies.  For  indoors 
conversations,  the  receiving 
set— which  could  be  bought  at 
a  hobby  store-might  be 
placed  “on  the  other  side  of 
the  room”  because  of 
decreased  amplifying  power, 
says  Miner,  “for  out-of-doors 
monitoring,  the  set  might  be  a 
half-mile  away,”  he  says. 

Fearful  of  being  wiretapped, 
police  agencies— including  the 


FBI  — regularly  check  their 
lines.  Even  White  House 
phones  are  equipped  with 
“scramblers”  to  deflect  outside 
monitoring. 

For  the  average  person  who 
feels  he  is  being  wiretapped, 
Fletcher  suggests  that  he  ask 
the  phone  company  to  run  a 
complete  check  on  his  line. 
“Sometimes,  if  a  tap  has  been 
poorly  put  on,  you  might  hear 
a  re-play  of  your  own 
conversation,”  he  says. 

“It  takes  only  seconds  to 
check  out  a  line  for  wiretaps,” 
said  David  Chapman,  a  phone 
company  spokesman.  “If  a 
wiretap  were  being  used,  there 
would  be  more  resistance  on 
the  line  than  usual.” 

“Bugs  can  be  jammed  only  if 
you  know  you  are  being 
bugged  and  know  the 
frequency  of  the  devices  being 
used,”  says  Miner.  “To  find 
the  frequency,  you  need  a 
noise  spectrum  analyzer, 
which  costs  several  thousand 
dollars  and  weighs  about  50 
pounds.  And  even  this 
machine  is  not  fool-proof, 
because  the  bug  may  be  on  a 
frequency  not  covered  by  the 
analyzer,”  he  says. 

The  simplest  way  to  defeat 
bugs,  says  Miner,  is  to  create  a 
broad  spectrum  of  noise  by 
turning  up  the  stereo  or 
running  water  on  a 
shower-curtain.  Then  one’s 
conversation  partner  can  be 
taken  aside  for  the  secret 
message— provided  that  the 
latter  is  not  wearing  a  bug.

The  ASBYU  Ombudsman 
office  is  currently  planning  a 
Consumer  Affairs  Week  to  be 
held  March  25-29,  according 
to  Mike  Hansen,  committee 
chairman  of  the  event. 

The  consumer  week,  which 
Hansen  said  will  be  “very 
timely,”  is  going  to  be 
conducted  “to  disseminate 
information  to  students  on 
consumerism  to  help  prevent 
problems  in  the  future.” 

The  Ombudsman  staff, 
realizing  possibilities  of  a 
future  economic  recession,  felt 
that  the  week  would  provide  a 
‘‘great  opportunity  for 
students”  to  become  aware  of 
consumer  needs  and  problems, 
according  to  Hansen. 

Hansen  and  his  committee 
expect  to  conduct  a  series  of 
formal  and  brown  bag  lectures 
considering  “basic  topics” 
such  as  tax  deductions, 
contracts  and  debts,  warranties 
and  guarantees  and  life  and 
maternity  insurance. 

These  topics,  Hansen  said, 
were  of  greatest  interest  to 
students  according  to  a  survey 
which  the  Ombudsman  staff 
conducted. 

The  week  will  also  feature  a 
panel  discussion  as  well  as 
displays  and  films  in  the 
Wilkinson  Center.

Survey  on  lung  disease 
brings  recommendations

The  BYU  Survey  Research 
Center  has  completed  a  study 
that  has  brought  forth 
recommendations  from  the 
Intermountain  Regional 
Medical  Program  (IRMP)  for  a 
campaign  against  the  use  of 
tobacco,  and  taking  action  to 
alleviate  hazardous 
environmental  conditions  for 
coal  miners. 

The  purpose  of  this  study 
was  to  detect  the  incidence  of 
emphysema,  chronic 
bronchitis  and  asthma  of  Utah 
males  who  are  in  their  most 
productive  years,  ages  35-65. 

These  respiratory  diseases, 
according  to  Thomas  G.  Pace, 
I  RMl?  Project  ,  Director,  fox 
Respiratory  Disease,  “develop 
insidiously,  so  that  unless  the 
patient  is  identified  through  a 
program  for  early  case  finding, 
serious  and  irreversible  damage 
to  his  health  may  occur  even 
before  he  realizes  he  is  ill.” 

“Last  year  alone,”  said  Pace, 
“the  cost  of  emphysema  to  the 
taxpayer,  due  to  pensions  for 
disability,  was  in  excess  of 
$100  million  nationwide.” 
Pace  said  the  intermountain 
states  are  highest  in  the  nation 
in  the  incidence  of 
emphysema.  Deaths  attributed 
to  emphysema  and  bronchitis 
double  every  five  years. 

In  this  study,  headed  by  Dr. 
Robert  Parsons,  director  of 
BYU  Survey  Research  Center, 
800  interviews  were  conducted 
in  various  Utah  rural  and 
urban  areas.  Part  of  the 
interview  was  having  the 
person  breathe  into  a 
spirometer  which  is  a  device 
for  measuring  lung  capacity. 
“The  major  research  was 


prepared  and  analyzed  by 
Edward  Hoppe,  coordinating 
researcher,”  said  Dr.  Parsons. 

The  findings  of  the  study 
were  divided  into  three 
distinct  categories  as  released 
by  the  Intermountain  Regional 
Medical  Program  News: 

—  13.5  per  cent  were  victims 
of  emphysema,  chronic 
bronchitis,  asthma  or  a 
combination  of  any  of  these 
three  diseases.  A  projected 
20,600  males,  age  35-65  fall 
into  this  category. 

—  17.1  per  cent  had  obvious 
signs  of  respiratory 
impairment.  These  persons 
were  predominantly  smokers 
or  former  smokers  or  had,  at  one 
time  or  another,  worked  in 
coal  mining.  They  are 
candidates  for  serious 
respiratory  disease.  A 
projected  26,000  males  fall 
into  this  category. 

-69.4  per  cent  had  no 
respiratory  impairment.  These 
persons  were  predominantly 
non-smokers  who  had  never 
smoked  and  also  had  never 
worked  in  coal  mining. 

These  findings  show  almost 
one-third  of  all  Utah  males, 
age  3  5-65,  have  either 
symptoms  of  or  are 'already 
victims  of  chronic  respiratory 
disease. 

The  IRMP  report  said,  “If  an 
intelligent  and  rational 
decision  could  be  made  as  a 
result  of  this  study,  it  should 
be  that,  at  the  very  least,  a 
strong  campaign  against  the 
use  of  tobacco  should  be 
mounted  at  the  earliest 
possible  time.” 

The  IRMP  recommendations 
for  such  a  campaign  include 
the  following: 

A  prohibition  throughout 
the  state  of  all  tobacco 


advertising  in  any  form. 

—A  resolution  to  be  adopted 
by  the  state  legislature 
petitioning  the  federal 
government  to  remove  all 
government  subsidies  to  the 
tobacco  industry. 

—A  heavy  tax  to  be  levied 
on  all  forms  of  tobacco,  the 
revenues  from  which  will  be 
used  to  provide  health  care  for 
those  individuals  stricken  with 
emphysema,  cancer  and  other 
tobacco-related  diseases.  This 
tax  would  also  alleviate  such 
welfare  revenues  now  going  to 
disabled  persons  because  of 
tobacco  use.

Mediocre  way  out 

During  election  time,  students  often  put  aside  apathy  for  a 
few  minutes  as  they  walk  through  the  Wilkinson  Center.  They 
browse  around  the  dazzling  life-size  studio  protraits  of 
handsome  young  faces  hung  on  the  cafeteria  windows  and  even 
read  parts  of  the  candidates’  platforms. 

One  young  man  wrote  a  letter  to  the  editor  this  week  that 
deserved  more  than  just  a  place  in  the  “Letters  to  the  Editor” 
slot.  He  wrote: 

“Uh,  let’s  vote  for  this  one,  he  is  so  good  looking!  That  was  a 
comment  I  overheard  between  two  coeds  in  the  Wilkinson 
Center.” 

“Unfortunately,  this  type  of  student  voter  is  influenced  by 
this  kind  of  campaign  strategy.  Thus,  they  help  either  those 
candidates  seeking  a  “prestigious”  office  or  those  who  just  want 
to  try  this  one  year  ego  trip.  For  those  who  lose,  too  bad.  But  at 
least  they  had  their  pompous  picture  exposed  to  the  eyes  of  the 
students  for  a  few  weeks. 

“The  winners  (the  thrill  seekers)  soon  get  to  know  that  such 
an  office  is  no  easy  thing  to  hold.  That  is  perhaps  the  reason 
why  some  students  are  apathetic  toward  student  elections  and 
consider  the  student  government  a  joke.  This  is  prominently 
emphasized  by  the  platforms  or  by  the  pictures  of  the  animal 
kingdom  that  we  see. 

“I  think  we,  should  take  it  more  seriously  for  our  own  benefit, 
and  try  to  elect  someone  who  will  really  bring  us  greater 
spiritual  enlightenment,  better  activities,  more  student 
participation  and  in  a  manner  that  lifts  up  our  reputation  before 
any  other  university  students’  eyes.” 

It  is  certainly  heartening  to  see  that  there  is  a  segment  of  the 
student  community  that  is  concerned  enough  to  look  beyond 
the  facade  of  campaign  promises  and  look  at  the  man  and  his 
platform. 

Of  course,  many  of  the  techniques  used  in  campaigning  are 
vital  to  the  success  of  any  candidate,  good  or  bad,  but  this  does 
not  give  the  voter  the  right  to  settle  for  something  mediocre. 

This  is  something  we  owe  not  just  to  our  fellow  students  but 
also  to  ourselves.  Get  involved.  The  time  is  now  to  at  least 
examine  the  candidate’s  platform  to  see  whether  or  not  his 
views  are  suitable  to  the  type  of  government  you  favor.  This  is 
the  attitude  that  should  be  taken  when  we  vote  nationally.  Why 
not  exercise  these  prerogatives  now,  too? 

Forget  the  candidate’s  looks  and  how  ingeniously  his 
campaign  is  run.  Is  he  the  man  you  want?  If  you  can’t  answer 
this  question  with  well-founded  logic,  then  your  ballot  should 
not  be  cast. 


A  tenant  proposal 

The  recent  controversy  over  housing  in  Provo  has  brought  to 
light  some  interesting  and  progressive  ideas.  One  of  these  is  the 
suggestion  of  a  student  tenant  association. 

Although  the  assertion  has  been  made  that  student 
associations  are  unsuccessful  at  the  university  level,  no  one  has 
bothered  to  make  the  point  that  BYU  is  an  entirely  different 
type  of  university.  Successes  and  failures  at  other  schools 
cannot  always  be  used  to  example  the  feasibility  of  programs  at 
this  one. 

Mathew  Mack,  ASBYU  Ombudsman,  has  outlined  the 
proposal  for  a  student  tenant  organization.  With  the  help  of 
Lynn  Curtis,  director  of  the  county  action  program  such  a 
group  representing  the  low-income  and  senior  residents  of  Provo 
may  prove  a  viable  solution  to  present  problems. 

The  organization  could  serve  as  the  common  denominator 
between  two  factions  which  now  have  no  real  adult  form  of 
communication.  If  the  tenant  organization  proves  to  be  a 
worthy  endeavor,  on  an  adult  level,  BYU  students  and  other 
concerned  fair-minded  individuals  should  encourage  its 
existence. 

This  is  a  way  for  both  student  and  landlord  to  exhibit  their 
respective  levels  of  maturity  and  responsibility. 


Walk  for  your  life 

There  is  still  somewhat  of  a  problem  at  BYU  when  it  comes  to 
sacrificing  for  another’s  well  being.  The  United  States  has  been 
weathering  the  storm  of  an  energy  crisis  now  for  almost  seven 
months,  but  there  are  still  BYU  students  who  reside  within 
normal  walking  distance  that  insist  on  driving. 

To  help  alleviate  this  problem  KEYY  radio  and  the  Daily 
Universe  are  offering  a  new  service  to  students  who  feel  they 
must  ride  to  school,  “The  Commuter  Computer  Program.”  It  is 
a  free  service  to  help  find  rides  or  riders  living  in  the  same  area. 

There  have  been  several  car  pools  formed  among  faculty  and 
staff  also.  But,  unfortunately,  these  efforts  have  not  proved 
widespread  enough.  Student  parking  lots  are  still  too  full  to  find 
parking  places  during  most  of  the  day.  Some  people  tend  to 
blame  this  on  the  lack  of  parking  spaces  afforded  them  by  the 
school. 

Yet,  if  students  were  conscientious  enough  to  walk  from  their 
homes  rather  than  drive  they  would  be  helping  to  alleviate  two 
problems,  parking  unavailability  and  the  energy  shortage. 

Car  pools  are  part  of  the  ultimate  answer  to  transportation 
difficulties  of  the  future.  Yet,  stop  and  think  for  just  a  minute 
about  another  problem  that  may  arise  in  the  near  future  that 
many  of  us  ignore. 

There  are  hundreds  of  students  and  faculty  members 
participating  in  the  “Run  for  Your  Life”  and  “Bicycle  for  Your 
Life”  programs  right  now.  Good  Health  is  certainly  more 
valuable  to  each  of  us  than  that  Datsun  or  supersport. 

Then,  why  not  consider  eradicating  two  problems  and 
preventing  a  third?

Legislative  branch  needs 
fat  removal  from  muscle

As  the  Congressional  mood  becomes  more 
pugnacious,  some  House  members  are  urging 
the  legislative  branch  to  get  into  prime 
fighting  shape  before  it  starts  flexing  its 
muscles. 

A  Select  Committee  on  Committees  of  the 
House  begins  drafting  legislation  this  month 
designed  to  roll  fat  bulges  off  the  committee 
system  and  strengthen  muscle  where  it  is 
needed.  The  Select  Committee,  headed  by 
Richard  Bolling,  D-MO,  takes  on  the 
overlaping  jurisdiction  of  the  House’s  21 
standing  committees  and  125  subcommittees. 

Often  authority  over  the  same  subject  is 
divided  between  12  or  more  different 
committees.  When  new  issues  arise  committees 
battle  over  its  jurisdiction  and  several 
committees  consider  irrelevant  subjects. 

In  a  draft  statement  released  last  December 
the  committee  suggested  revisions  for  many 
committees  and  the  elimination  of  some.  The 
report  has  received  “Considerable  and 
expected  opposition,”  said  one  committee 
member.  Most  of  the  opposition  is  from 
committee  chairmen  who  find  their  domains 
threatened. 

The  chairwoman  of  one  endangered 
committee  said,  “I’ll  fight  it  to  the  death.” 
Several  changes  were  suggested  in  Wilbur  Mill’s 
powerful  Ways  and  Means  Committee  which 
.  he  criticized  as  separating  taxes  from  the 
benefits.

Britain's  liberals  back

LONDON  —  After  45  years  of  obscurity, 
Britain’s  Liberal  party  is  back  on  the  political 
scene  with  both  the  Conservatives  and 
Laborites  seeking  its  support  for  a  coalition 
government. 

Neither  the  Labor  party  nor  the 
Conservative  party  emerged  from  Thursday’s 
national  election  with  the  318  seats  required 
for  an  absolute  majority  in  Parliment/  So  some 
form  of  coalition  or  minority  government 
must  be  worked  out. 

A  handful  of  other  minority 
parties- Scottish  and  Welsh  nationalists, 
maverick  Ulstermen  and 
independents— controlled  a  total  of  23  seats 
and  could  share  in  the  decision-making  as  well. 

But  Jeremy  Thorpe’s  Liberal  party,  with  14 
seats  in  Parliament,  most  likely  will  be  the  key 
to  determining  whether  Conservative  Prime 
Minister  Edward  Heath  or  Laborite  Harold 
Wilson  head  the  new  government. 

On  the  other  hand,  they  might  refuse  to 
work  with  either  Heath  or  Wilson  and  force 
yet  another  election.  Thorpe  said  during  the 
campaign  that  he  would  work  with  neither 
party  under  their  present  leadership. 

“We’re  going  to  galvanize  the  center  of 
British  politics,”  he  declared  Friday. 

In  Britain’s  recent  political  history,  a 


minority  government  has  ruled  only  twice— in 
1923  and  1929-and  both  times  it  led  to 
political  strife  and,  eventually,  new  elections. 

An  arrangement  between  the  two  major 
parties  and  the  minority  parties  could  take 
two  forms:  a  true  coalition  where  the  major 
party  brings  members  of  a  minority  party  into 
the  cabinet,  or  an  informal  agreement  by  the 
minority  party  to  support  the  majority  party 
on  major  policy  votes. 

Britain  has  never  had  a  peacetime  coalition 
government  such  as  is  the  style  in  West 
Germany  or  France.  Even  in  the  1920s  when 
the  Liberals  supported  one  party  or  another, 
they  refused  to  take  active  part  in  the 
government  and  had  no  ministers  in  the 
cabinet.  Not  until  World  War  11,  when  Winston 
Churchill  became  Conservative  prime  minister 
in  1940,  was  there  a  true  coalition 
government,  with  the  Liberals  and  Socialists. 


Ideologically,  the  Liberals  are  not  very 
happy  with  either  Labor  or  the  Conservatives. 
For  example,  they  believe  Wilson  is  too 
strongly  identified  with  militant  trade 
unionists  while  Heath  is  too  closely  linked 
with  business  interests. 


As  for  their  own  program,  the  Liberals  have 
advocated  tough  wage  and  price  controls  and  a 
proportional  representation  system  in 
Parliament,  ideas  that  so  far  have  been 
unacceptable  to  both  larger  parties.
